r.rand Rapids a trading center, 
should be looked into with a view to 
correcting the fault. 
This in the fact that ever}' spring 
a great deal of trouble is experiencod 
here in the city by fanners and others 
in eettiug across the bridge during 
the time that the sleighing is .still 
good in the country, but has practi- 
cally disappeared here in the city. 
The result of this condition of affairs 
is that many loads of produce are 
brought to the city, and everything 
goes all right until an attempt is 
made to cross the bridge, when the 
trouble begins. 
The suggested cure for this evil 


is that one of the city teams be sta- 
tioned at or near the bridge to give 
those who want to cross a lift, and 
thus help them over the bad spot. 
\Ve have two city teams here that 
have comparatively little to do in the 
winter time, and it is a pity to see 
the number of poor horses that are 
obliged to strain to the last, pound of 
their ability to get a load over the 
bridge after spending .several hours 
on the road getting the load to the 
city 
They may have been in good 
shape when they left.'Tiome, but niter 
dragging a load over ten or twelve 
miles of counry road they are in no 
condition to strain to their utmost in 
order to make the last half mile. 
It might cost the city a few dol- 


lars each year to do this kind of work 
but we would be extending the aid 
to a class of men who are our custo- 
mers and friends. The fact that they 
come to this city with their produce 
is evidence that they trade here, and 
if we really have to spend a few cents 
in helping them over a bad place, it 
is" no more than they would do for 
one of us should we happen to be 
stuck out in their neighborhood. 


Sleighing is depended upon to a 
large extent in this country for the 
purpose of marketing produce, and 
the mi'id weather in the spring is gen- 
erally taken advantage of by the far- 
mers to rush in the last of their pro- 
duce, no matter what it may be, and 
they often leave home in the morning 
v.-ith pretty fair sleighing, only to 
find after they arrive in the- city that 
the roads here are well-nigh impassa- 
ble 
It is a matter that could be 


handled with so little cost that it is 
worth taking up.

scarcity business the whole 'wad no, 
being carried by the druggist and 
others who are popularly supposed to 
be the onliy ones who are effected in 
the matter. 
The manufacturers of 


paper are boosting the prices nj;ht 
along besides which they send out 
a bulletin about once a week which 
states that all prices have been with- 
drawn which means that when you 
send for a thing there is no telling 
what you will have to pay for it. 
Some colors of paper and cardboard 
are not made at al'i any more, owing 
to the scarcity of coloring matter, and 
others have advanced very material- 
ly in price. Print paper is now turn- 
ed out in the natural color, so that 
much of it looks as if it was made a 
quarter of a century ago, when they 
were not so particular about the tint 
of so common a thing as print paper. 
However, all of the paper mills re- 


port that they are receiving more or- 
ders than they can fill, altho it is not 
apparent why there should be any 
great demand for paper at the pres- 
ent time. Most of the mills have sold 
out all of their reserve stock, and 
the product is being hurried to mar. 
ket as fast as it can be made.

made by filling thin glass bulbs with a 
solution of fish scale nacre and they 
are very clever imitations.

Liese- 
gang has now made artificial pearls by 
another method. 
The glass bulb is 


coated on the inside with ten per cent 
gelatin solution, allowed to dry only 
partially anfl then a small amount of 
sodium phosphate added and the coat- 
ing dried very slowly.

cence is an optical phenomenon caused 
by minute wrinkles, parallel, formed 
on the gelatin.—Scientific American.

PECULIAR SPECIMEN OF WASP 


In.-.ect That Is Becoming More Com 


mon in England Not Pretty Thing 


to Look At. 


The other day a fearsome insect 


made its appearance in the window 
of a local chemist's shop,'relates the 
London Chronicle. The chemist, plac- 
ing a little chloroform wad n«ar the 
invader, soon reduced it to a coma- 
tose condition. . In color and shape 
it was much like a giant hornet, with 
a very long sting. It was a specimen 
of the giant-tailed wasp (Sirex gigans). 
which is getting much more common 
than it was some years ago. The 
larva is a wood-feeder, and is sup- 
posed to have been introduced to 
Great Britain in foreign timber. 


Tbe perfect insect is about two 


inches in length, has fcut membra- 
nous wings, and long, yellow antennae. 
The body is blueblaclc, with yellow 
stripes, and the long boring apparatus 
used by the insect for piercing a hole 
into the timber in which to deposit its 
eggs has, to the-uninitiated, the ap- 
pearance of a terrible sting.

hatched, the grub bores its way into 
the interior of the timber, where it 
enjoys itself for tbr,.e years, or'even 
longer.

willing 
that 
sacrifices 
in 
other 


branches shall be made. 
What they 


want, however, is enough field guns, 
and enough ammunition to serve them, 
to make certain the efficiency or the 
field artillery forces.

the front in France, near the Argonne 
forest. St. Mihlel and 
Verdun, and 


later in the trenches in Lorraine, be 
got some realizing souse of what ar- 
tillery means in this war, and. more- 
over, he learned definitely the neces- 
sity of unlimited ammunition for tbe 
guns in service.

These anti-pre- 


paredness advocates, virtually every 
one of whom is a pacifist, hold that 
•we do not need any more ships and 
that the army is big enough as It is 
and that nothing should he done to 
create a volunteer force, nor to in- 
crease the strength of the militia. 


It is through the anti-preparedness 


committee that one hears that our 
coast cities do' not need any further 
means of defense than they now have, 
and that ho enemy ever will try to 
place our big towns under tribute, nor 
to molest the good American people 
in any way. 
On the other hand, the 


advocates of a plan to put the United 
States into a position to defend itself 
against aggression say the condition 
of things is such that any foe that can 
overcome our navy can lay New York 
under tribute in two hours, or in ruins 
in the time that it would take a bom- 
bardment to hatter the city to pieces 
and the springing fires to burn it up.
